Coloii' 1 P.. n !.a Hree. of lx)uisville, 
formerly of this city, author of "The 
Confederate Soldier In the Civil War," 
and "Cami-lires (.f tlie Confederacy," 
is a direct descendant on his father's 
side of Oharl«s Stow, who reoaat Lth- 
crty Bell in 17S2. and a graadaon on 
hi.s mother's side of WUUam ntunce. 
who was City ComraissioBer of Phil- 
adelphia in 1860 when a vlalt of the 
Prince of Wales resulted in the re- 
clamation of the bell from a rubbish 
heap in the cellar of the State House 
and in rechrtstenlng it aa Amerlea'a 
greafi'st relic. 

"1 was born within sight of the 
sute Hooae. which haa beea called 
lnde]>f'ndence Hall since the Centen- 
nial in 1876. and have seen Lit>erty 
Bell hundreds of times," Colonel ha. 
Rree said. "When the Prince of Walea. 
who afterward became King Edward 
II.. visited Fhiladeliiliia, I was a shav- 
er S years old, but 1 remember see- 
ing bim. . After the prince had been 
wined and dined he was shown 
through the State House. He saw 
many relies, of coarae, bat he keiK 
looking and looking as if he wanted 
to see something else. Finally some- 
one asked him if there was anything 
else he wanted to see, and he replied: 
'I don't see what you people call Lib- 
erty Bell.' 

"All the notables who were enter- 
taining him were dambloaaded. None 
of til. in, inehidtns my grandfather, 
knew what had become of the bell. 
.\ataraily they felt chagrined. They 
started a search and were successful 
Finally they asked the janitor, who 
bad been there thirty yeara, aad he 
told them the bell was in the cellar 
under a pile of mbUsh. The whole 
company^ including the prince, went 
down and. digging away tbe rabbiah, 
took a look at ft Tbe prince at that 
tin>e said: "If that lu ll was owned by 
EIngland it would be the most sacred 
object in the whole realm.' 

"The bell was then ]ilaced in the 
corridor of the State House. After- 
ward it waa hong up in the corridor 
by a chain nine feet from the ground 
Since the Centennial it has received 
its proper recognition, bat if it had 
not been for the Prince of Walea it 
might never have been resurrected 
from the trash pile. 

"This story may perhapa be denied 
in Philadelphia, bee ana e they woald 
be ashamed to jidniit it I know that 
it is true, though, because I read it 
in my grandfather's diary aad heard 
him tell it many tfmeg It was a well 
known and authenticated story when 
I wa.« a young fellow Hviag tal Phil- 
adelphia." 

Colonel La Bree is a descendant 
e:>;lit times removed, of ("narli's Stow, 
of the firm of Paas & Stow, who recast 
Liberty Bell. Charles Stow, he said, 
was doorkeeper of the Provisional 
Council of Philadelphia in 17S2, when 
the hen waa reeak. He waa not In 
the bell business, but was entrusted 
with the task of recasting the bell be- 
cause he hud learned the hMlaeaa la 
ISngland. Charles Stow'a name may 
be seen on tbe bell. 

Colorif 1 La Bree and R. C. Thruston 
Rallard, who la geawally raoogalsed 
aa the beat patriotic historian In 
America, agree that Liberty Bell was 
placed in ;the State House cellar and 
loat sight or la 18M. eleven yean 
after it had cracked while beini? tolled 
as the funeral cortege of Chief Jus- 
tice Joha Marshall passed the State 
Hoaae.

Thanksgiving Imy is peculiarly an 
Amerieaa iaatitntion. It la aot borrow- 
ed, as are ho many of our holidays, 
from ancient traditions of the older 
world or from ecclesiastical calendars. 
While it has a basis of religioas belief 
in the protective grace of an over-rul- 
ing Providence, it hats gained its place 
of supremacy because it standa for the 
ideal of the community out of which 
our great repiiblic has grown. At every 
step in the evolution, this is apparent 
as the ooBtrollIng impulse. 

The beginning of th*- real Thanks- 
giving Day came from the heart and 
mind of Wiinam Bradford, the arst 
Governor of Plymouth. Ofatoful for 
the rich harvest of 1621, after a long 
period of privations and semi-starva- 
tion, this good man proclaimed a day 
of thanksgiving for December 13, old 
style calendar, of that year. Then 
did the royal bird of uur Thanksgiving 
dinner tables make his legitimate en- 
trance into the theater of action. 

The good Governor, having fixed up- 
on the day of thanksgiving fOr the PII- 
srrimd, sent out four stout warriors 
with guns in search of game. These 
• arly hunters returned st night stag- 
gering imder the weight of wild tur- 
keys sufficient to meet the wants of 
Plymouth for a week. To them were 
added the goodies concocted by the 
thrifty housewives of the colony, and 
ulien the ^?.^h i>i" December dawned, 
all was in readiness for the first real 
AsBeriean Thanksgiving ever known. 

And that was not all. .\fter Elder 
Brewster's sermon in the church — a 
nsatter of two or three hoora— dtaner 
followed; and tlin scent of its good- 
ness seems to have tx^ii wafted Into 
the depths of the forest, for in the 
midst of the feast the Indian yell was 
heard and a party of a himdred 
friendly redskins under King Massa- 
soit appeared, bringing with them 
great haanehes of venison. WUh all 
this .supply of food on hand, it is not 
strange to learn the day of Thanks 
givtag 1— g t k e »ed Into three, the tsast 
being varied with psalm singing and 
exhortations; with war dances by the 
Indians: With military drill by atout 
.Myles Standish's soldiery, aad with 
various sports and pastimes of the 
more sober Kiiglish kind. 

Thia was the first tliaaksgiving, and 
others followed more or less regularly 
down throuch the years. From Mas- 
sachusetts the observance spread 
thronghoot New Bnglaad and teter 
obtained national reeognit ion. Wash- 
ington proclaimed a day of thanksgiv- 
ing following the aooeeasfnl nnrtlnr 
of the War for Independence, and Lin- 
coln did the sane after the battle 
of Gettysbnrg. Thereafter the last 
Thursday in November has been de- 
Slgaated tnm Washington, and a na - 
tional hc^ktay has become eotaMish- 
ed. 

It is recorded that on Thanksgiving 

Day, 1713, the Oovemor of Connecti- 
cut and the kfag'a commissioners were 
Just preparias to fiUl opea tto viaads. 
when it was announced in honor* 
stricken tones that the bear prepared 
for the occasion had been "iriMiC oa ye 
Lord's Day." At that dismal news, 
the entire gathering declined to touch 
a morsel of the roast bear, and it was 
decided that the Indian who shot the 
aniaul shoald he whipped to the ex- 
tent of thirty stripes and restore the 
price paid for the meat Then having 
inttelad a "Jost aad ri^iteoaa sen- 
tence on ye sinful heathen," the com- 
pany fell upon the meal with clear 
conscienesa aad qoieUy pot it out of 
sight.

of w hich almost all of the warehouses 
are members, at a OMeting held here 
a few days aco. authorized the raise, 
though the oflicers of the associatiou 
decline to either aflrm or dcay the 
report of their haviag takea aaeh ac- 
tion. 

it is admitted by warehousemen 
here that the extra charge will be put 
into eSeet throughout the hurley re- 
gion at the beginning of the sales sea- 
eon on December 1. Tbe reaaon given 
hy others fOr oflleiai retleenee on the 
part of t!.,< sales a.'sociation Is that 
tbe anitouucement now would prob- 
ably "raise a lond howl" from the 
hurley growers who, by this action, 
will hnve to pay out hundreds of 
thousands of doltors BMTe la order to 
sell tbeir tobacco. 

All of the warehousemen who ad- 
mitted today that the ra)s<- of 10 
cents a hundred bad been agreed on 
asked that their naoiee he not need 
when they learned that the officers of 
the Hales association, of which they 
are all members, had declined to ad- 
mit that the action would be taken 
One of the most prominent ware- 
housemen of this city, however, said: 
"Yes. all of the wareboooee of Le*- 
ington. during the coming ssles ste- 
8on. will charge il." cents a hundred 
and 2^ per cent, instead of 16 ceats 
and SH per cent, as heretcfhre; aad 
all of the loose leaf warehouses of the 
biirley belt will adopt the same course 
The roaeoa for tbe raise to that bmbj 
of the warehouses claim to have made 
no money last season and clamored 
for the advance in fees.
